AN ATLANTIC PORT, May 6.—The 
first Canadian vessel to sink a sub- 
marine has arrived in this port. When 
about 700 miles out of the British 
Isles the vessel sighted a 300-foot sub- 
marine about 1,500 yards distant and 
getting up full steam attempted to 
ram it. The submarine dived like a 
shark, as it is necessary that it be 
parallel to the object which it wishes 
to attack. It came up soon, however, 
through engine trouble, it is believed. 
The merchant vossel in the meantime 
had circled and trained the French 
gun on her stern on the pluce where 
the submarine had sunk. When the 
submarine again appeared on ihe sur- 
face, one shot was fired which hit it 
amidships. There was an explosion, 
and it disappeared.

LONDON, May 6.—A Russian wireless 
messige received here today says: 


“The ex-chief general commander, Ovsl- 
enko Antonoff, has sent a declaration to 
the Russian republic stating that the Soviet 
troops bave retreated beyond the frontlers 


of the Ukraine and have been disarmed 
in accordance with the Brest-Litovsk trea- 
ty. General Antonoff announced the ces- 


sation of hostilities against the Germano- 
Haldamack troops and resigns the rank of 
commander-in-chief in the southern repub- 
le, 

Lenine and Trotzky in a joint declarn- 
tion, have ordered single detachments In 
the southern republic to be disarmed fm- 
mediately they pass the frontier of the 
Russian Soviet republic and that the ad- 
vancing Germano-Haidamack troops be in- 
formed of this disarmament and that there 
is no justification for the transference of 
the fighting Into the Russian republic.

_ ‘Local fighting took place last night to our advantage in tie 
neighborhood of Locon and the Lawe river, Our positions in this lo- 
cality have been improved. 

“‘On the remainder of the front the situation is unchanged.’’ 


Repulsed Completely 

Paris, May 6—"In the course of the 
night the French made two successful 
ralds, one west of Hangard, the other 
southeast of Noyon, and brought back 
prisoners,” the war office reporta, 

“After a yiolent bombardment the 
enemy attempted to approach our 
lines southwest of Anchin Farm, He 
was repulsed completely, leaving a

London, May 6.—(Via Reuter’s Ot- 
tawa Agency)—The main activity on 
the British battlefront in the last 24 
hours hag been confined to the Aus- 
tralians, Following Saturday's suc- 
cess when the Anzacs advanced their 
line between the Ancre and the Somme 
to a depth of seven hundred yards, 
they launched a successful operation 
last night south and west of Albert, 
advancing towards Morlancourt on a 
front of about a mile and a quarter.

London, May 6—(Reuter’s Ottawa 
Agency) — Correspondents in France 
state that the British gunfire in Plan- 
ders during the past three days has 
completely prevented any enemy 
movement. The enemy had undoubt- 
ediy prepared to attack the Allied 
positions on Sunday, but the British 
gunners smothered the attack before 
it could be launched. This increased 
the disorganization in the enemy's 
rear, The French prevented the at- 
tack on thelr front by attacking first.

Operations in Palestine 

London, May 6—‘During the night 
of May 3 the British advanced troops 
holding Es Salt were withdrawn and 
the force east of the Jordan was es- 
tablished on a line covering the prin- 
cipal passages of the river, The bulk 
of the troops subsequently was with- 
drawn over the river, leaving strong 
detachments. on the east bank to 
secure the crossing.

The association during 
the past two years has given first aid 
instruction to the troops training in 
Canada. One hundred and fifty thou-| 
sand copies, in English and French.) 
of an abridged edition of Cantiles’ 
First Ald were printed by the depart-/| 
ment of militia. This condensation | 
was prepared by the head office of the 
association in Ottawa. In addition to 
the First Aid books supplied to 
troops embarking for overseas during 
1915 and 1916, and the many classes 
held among troops, in the regular} 
manner, for which certificates were | 
issued, over 150,000 members of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force were 
taught the important principles of 
first afd and given a_ thorough 
grounding in the methods of arresting} 
hemorrhage, care of fractures,, artifi- 
cial respiration and resuscitation, as 
well as the proper way to bandage and/ 
carry the wounded. The Canadian 
Expeditionary Force is the first army 
to adopt systematic training in mat- 
ters of this nature, and the results; 
have more than justified the efforts 
made. Reports from the training 
camps, and from the trenches, give 
hundreds of instances where the first 
aid Instruction acquired in Canada 
haw been the means of saving many 
lives and much suffering.

CHEQUE FOR $50 |Scope of New Auto Tax Defined 


By Minister Finance Department 


There has been much doubt in Edmonton during the past few 
days regarding the new ten per cent, tax on automobiles announc- 
ed last week in the budget speech. 

Inquiry regarding its effects made on Monday morning as to 
the scope of its operation and the following reply was received 
late in the afternoon from Ottawa: 


“The acting minister of finance stated today that the 
new ten per cent. duty on automobiles applies to cars in stock 
before May Ist, and sold subsequent to that date. It does 
not apply to second-hand car sales, nor to sales consummat- 
ed before May Ist, even when delivery had not been made be- 
fore that date.’’

WORK IN FRANCE—In 1917 fifty-five per cent. of Y.M.C.A. 


Canteens were in advanced positions where civilian stores do not 
exist. Thirty-eight were behind the lines at Vimy and forty at 
Passchendaele. Eight Canadian Y.M.C.A. dug-outs were destroyed 
by the Germans during 1917. 


Y.M.C.A. prices in its canteens are regulated by the British 
War Office. All canteen profits are spent on the soldiers. Each 
morsh the canteen accounts are checked by Divisional Military 
Field Cashiers. 


Here are a few of the 1917 expenditures in France alone: 
$145,000 for new huts, marquees and equipment, etc.; $35,000 for 
writing materials aud educational literature; $40,000 for concert 
parties, pianos, gramophones, etc.; $35,000 for moving pictures; 
$40,000 for athletics. Such recreations are acknowledged to be a 
powerful factor in maintaining “morale” of troops. 


WORK IN ENGLAND—The Y.M.C.A. operates in every 
-Canadian Camp in England, in 15 hospitals and with 20 Forestry 
Units. ‘The Canadian Y.M.C.A. operates in 79 centres in England. 
In one week 177 entertainments were attended by 53,000 men. 


WORK IN CANADA—AMilitary Y.M.C.A. work is conducted 
in Canada at 30 points during the winter and in 9 Summer Camps, 
in 4 Internment Camps, in 3 Red Triangle Clubs, and 12 Hospitals, 
while work for sailors is carried on in the splendid Naval Hut at 
Halifax. 98 secretaries are employed and 900 ladies give voluntary 
assistance.

Pile Up the Reserves. 

Mr. O’Connor says that for 
some reason Canadians ate more 
wheat, beef and bacon in Febru- 
ary than in January. The reason 
certainly was not a growing pub- 
lie indifference to, the need. It 
may have been because as the 
winter drew on the supply of 
vegetables grew less. This is the 
time to make sure that the store 
of ‘‘substitute goods’’ in the cel- 
lar shall not run low next winter. 


The Partition of Russia. 

The Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin is a candidate for the 
crown of Finland. Being backed 
by German troops in sufficient 
numbers, the chances are that he 
will get it. To the victors belong 
the spoils. The process of Ger- 
manizing Russia is apparently to 
take shape in the policy of chop- 
ping the country up into princi- 
palities to provide threnes for 
German junkers. Poland and Fin- 
land are the first of these satra- 
pies. Ukrania may be the next. 


The Year’s Record. 

A year ago this month Sir Rob- 
ert Borden told parliament that 
voluntary enlistments at the rate 
of from six to eight thousand men 
per month did not supply enough 
reinforcements for the army and 
that the government had decided 
to adopt conscription, The min- 
ister of militia announced on Sat- 
urday that 50,305 men had meen 
declared available for military 
under the conscription 
measure brought down as the ful- 
filment of this declaration; seven 
thousand of the availables having 
failed to report and being sought 
for by the police. The year’s rec- 
ord is 48,000 men in service, as 
against from 72,000 to 96,000 if 
voluntary enlistment had been 
continued at the rate of a year 
ago. 


Help the ‘‘Y’’ to Help. 

Edmonton people are being 
asked to subscribe $25,000 to the 
Y.M.C.A. funds, one-half to 
used to support the ‘‘red triangle 
work among our soldiers oversea, 
the other half to help carry ‘on 
the work of the local ‘‘Y.’’ The 
service rendered by the Y.M.C.A. 
to our fighting men has been so 
warmly and so unanimously pro- 
claimed by returned soldiers that 
it is both well known and thor- 
oughly appreciated, The local in- 
stitution has made a place and 
name for itself as an agency for 
good in the life of the boys and 
young men of the city. It is to be 
expected that the response to the 
appeal for funds will be prompt, 
cheerful and sufficient. The more 
help the ‘‘Y’’ gets the more it 
can give; and there is no limit to 
the help it can give if the funds 
are forthcoming. 


A Senator in Alarm. 


A Western senator is credited 
with the proposal that women 
should not be allowed to vote un- 
less they pass a test examination 
as to their knowledge of public 
affairs, If he proposed to apply 
the test to men also there would 
be a good deal to be said in iis 
favor. But nothing can be said in 
favor of the test which does not 
condemn the proposal to apply it 
to women only, To say that some 
women should not be allowed to 
vote because they do not know 
enough about public affairs to 
vote intelligently only emphasizes 
the fact that some men are allow- 
ed to vote whose qualification is 
no better. The vote of an unin- 
formed man is quite as likely to be 
unwisely cast as the vote of an 


uninformed woman. It is true 
that to also enfranchise the unin- 
formed woman doubles the num- 
ber of uninformed voters, and 
hence increases the danger of gov- 
ernment by ignorance. But that 
danger has been increased in the 
past when immigration brought 
thousands of male voters into the 
country who knew nothing about 
our constitutional system, or our 
political history, or our public 
questions, or the personal respons- 
ibility which must form the only 
safe foundation for representative 
government; and there was no 
great ery of alarm from those who 
now profess to be appalled at the 
menace of the ignorant woman 
voter. It has been assumed in the 
case of men that if the power to 
vote were granted the knowledge 
of how to vote intelligently would 
be acquired. Why should not the 
assumption hold in case of women 
as well as in the case of men? 
That it can prove any more falla- 
cious when applied to women than 
it has when applied to men does 
not seem probable. Under the 
‘(men only’? system we do not 
have an educational test even for 
senators. Perhaps the women vot- 
ers will remedy that. At any rate 
they are not likely to retaliate by 
opening the doors of the upper 
chamber to female ignoramuses 
and excluding the male represent- 
atives of the species. The senator 
need not be alarmed. 


An Example. 

If the Sinn Fein leaders had 
any reasoned regard for the Trish 
people the spectacle of what has 
happened to the Ukrainian repub- 
lic, created with German assist- 
ance, would put an end to their 
mad ambitions to establish an 
Irish republic under the auspices 
of Berlin. Once in the grip of Prus- 
sia the Irish people would get no 
more consideration than the 
Ukrainians are getting. Their ‘‘re- 
public’? would be a German de- 
pendency, and their ‘‘home rule”’ 
dictated from Berlin. 


Manipulating Bond Prices? 

Rumors, it is said, have been 
set afloat, particularly among 
women purchasers, that Victory 
bonds are likely to be repudiated, 
and that holders had better un- 
load at any price they can get. 
Such reports probably originate 
with parties who hope to depress 
the price, and pick up bonds cheap 
from panic-stricken holders. Vic- 
tory bonds could not be repudiat- 
ed unless all government bonds 
should have to be repudiated, and 
if that time should ever come 
nothing would have any more 
value than the bonds, for the 
bonds are a first mortgafe upon 
everything in the country. Vic- 
tory bonds are worth pa” value 
and should not be parted with for 
anything less. They are the best 
secured security in Canada. 
Why Parliament’ 

The Austrian Government has 
decided to do away with the Par- 
liament, on the ground that it is 
not performing any 
tion, and even persists in embar- 
rassing the ministers by telling 


them that the people are hungry., 


The Canadian Parliament having 
also been shorn of its usefulness 
by extension of the executive au- 
thority, no great difference might 
be noted if the Ministers followed 
the Austrian lead the further step 
of proroguing the Houses indefin- 
itely. In the present session Par- 
liament has done little or nothing 
but what could have been done, 
and would have been done, by 
order-in-council. As it no longer 
does the governing, of any import- 
ant share of it, why not abolish 
the pretence and save the cost? 
A rubber stamp would be cheaper 
and do quite as well. 


Slave Farming. 

The Ukrainians are doing their 
farming this year under direction 
of German military officers. The 
information comes from the Ger- 
man vice-chancellor, who may in 
this instance be supposed to be 
telling the truth, Agricultural op- 
erations in the other regions of 
Russia which have come under 
German domination are no doubt 
being carried out under the same 
auspices, By the end of the sum- 
mer the Russian peoples will have 
a good working knowledge of 
where the Bolsheviki have landed 
them, They will understand what 
“foreing’’ means as_ applied 
wholesale to the process of food 
production, and what is invelved 
in ‘‘food control’ and ‘‘price fix- 
ing’’ when imposed by a conquer- 
or upon a subject people. The Rus- 
sians were serfs under the Czar; 
they are slaves under the Kaiser. 
The same fate awaits the other 
Allied peoples should Berlin, by 
trickery or by might, succeed in 
imposing its will upon them. The 
choice confronting Canada is not 
whether it will produce foodstuffs 
or not, but only whether we will 
produce them now for our own 
benefit or in future for the bevefit 
of the Huns. The alternative is to 
farm for liberty now or to farm 
for the Kaiser forever,

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| Dunvegan Railway Bonus. | 


It is reported from Ottawa that 
the E.D. & B.C. Railway is apply- | 
ing for a cash subsidy. The pro-| 
gress of Edmonton is closely tied | 
up with the development of wis 
country which depends on the! 
construction and service of the/ 
Dunvegan Railway. The situation | 
is that the Company has built 350 | 
miles of railway from Edmonton | 
to Spirit River through—at the | 
time of building—uninhabited 
country except for the first fifty | 
miles out from Edmonton. The} 
only aid received by the Company 
for the building of this stretch of | 
railroad was by Provincial guar- | 
antee of bonds at the rate of $20,- | 
000 a mile. Fortunately the guar- 
antee was given and the bonds of 
the Company sold before the fin- 
ancial slump of 1912, so that the} 
price received was good amd the 
money was in hand to carry on! 
construction during the lean years | 
that followed the collapse of the | 
boom. The road has been in opera- | 
tion to Spirit River since the fall} 
of 1915, and as a result of this| 
operation—with its branch lines} 
to Peace River and to Grande} 
Prairie—the Peace River country | 
has become a field for progressive | 
setlement and surplus production. | 

The 50-mile branch from Spirit | 
River to Grande Prairie, which | 
was completed in the early part of 
1916, was also built on a Provin- | 
cial guarantee of $20,000 a mile; | 
but the Dominion Parliament 
voted the usual cash subsidy of | 
$3,200, which was to be increased | 
up to $6,400 provided the road} 
cost over $15,000 and up to $30,- | 
000 a mile. The aid to the branch | 
from McLennan to Peace River | 
and across the Peace was in the} 
form of a loan from the Provincial | 
Government, to be afterwards re- | 
placed, when market conditions | 
were favorable, by a guarantee of | 
bonds. This construction provid- | 
ed for three of the pioneer settle- | 
ments of the Peace River country, | 
the Grande Prairie, the Spirit Riv- | 
er, and the settlements north of | 
the Peace, all within the Province | 
of Alberta.

had to depend entirely on Provin- 
cial assistance. So long as market 
conditions were favorable, this 
method of assistance produced re- 
sults, but under present market 
conditions, of course that is not 
possible,
